V (^j^ttle and sheep ranches have become 
common in all the Western States and 
Territories. Recently several horse 
ranches have been started. We abo 
hear of a goat ranch in Colorado and a 
jroose ranch in Texas. Some enterpris- 
focr citiaens of St Lonis have concluded 
to start a hog ranch. They have secured 
a lar<»^e tract of broken and partially 
>vootf^ land on the bank ot the Missis- 
sippi River, about thirty-live miles south 
of tbe city, where they propose to carry 
on their operations. Much of the land 
is broken, but a considerable portion of 
it is adapted to tillage purposes. The 
tract contains a large nnm^r of Oak 
and other nut-bearing trees. It is ex- 
pected to derive considerable profit from 
the mast the tr^ will afford. The 
land is well supplied with springs and 
streams of pure water. It is not tbe in- 
tention of the managers of the enter- 
prise to raise any cmtivated crops for 
feed. The ground will be kept in grass 
and clover. They will rely on com 
raised on the Illinois side of the river for 
food to fatten the hogs. The corn will 
be taken over in boats belonging to the 
company. The great American bottoms 
embrace some of the most productive 
corn lands in the world. It is proposed 
to stock the ranch with piggy sows ob- 
tained at the St. Louis stock yards. 
These animals can be bought very cheap 
and will be valuable for the purpose 
designated. First-claas Berkshire males 
will be employed for improving the 
stock. The pigs will have an extensive 
range, abundant shade and good “water. 
All the conditions will be favorable to a 
healthy condition of the animals. The 
location is excellent for obtaining sup- 
plies and for marketing the hogs when 
they are in a condition to slaughter. 

This entei-prise ^ves great promise of 
success. It seems strange that some- 
thing of the kind had not been started 
before. Its operations will be watched 
with interest, it is likely that the man- 
agers will be able to obtain many kinds 
of food at a very low price. They might 
load scows with garbage at St. Louis, 
float them down the river and unload 
them at the hog ranch. Refuse fish and 
the waste of slaughter-houses could be 
treated in the same way. In every large 
city considerable quantities of corn and 
small grain become damaged in the 
<*ourse of a season b}’ a variety of causes. 
Some is charred by tire in warehouses, 
some is damaged by water, and some 
because heated in elevators. Grain in- 
jured in any of these ways may gen- 
erally be purchased in large quantities 
at very low rates. Admitting that 
the land controlled by this com- 
pany is now in bad condi- 
tion as regards fertility, it is certain 
that much of it can soon be mailc very 
jiroductive by the judicious use of the 
manure made by the hogs. By means of 
hog manure large crops of red clover 
may be raised, and this will be of great 
value for feeding hogs during the sum- 
mer and early fall. In the course of a 
few years considerable land will become 
rich "enough to produce large crops of 
com. There would seem to.be many 
places on the Mississippi, Missouri, 
and Arkansas Rivers where enterprises 
of this kind could be started with 
great promise of success. Boats would 
be able to reach portions of the country 
where large quanties of com and other 
kinds of hog food are raised, but where 
the facilities for railway transportation 
are poor. Boats could take these 
articles from the places where they are 
raised to the hog ranch at a small cost. 
Many farmers occupying rich bottom 
lands would raise corn on contract, if it 
was taken off their hands as soon as it 
was matured. 

It is likely that raising hogs on a large 
scale would pay well in many places 
where there is not good water commu- 
nication. Many are now engaged in ex- 
clusive cattle and .sheep production, but 
there are com})aratively few persons 
who give their exclusive attention to 
hog-raising. A farm can be easily and 
cheaply fitted up for hog-raising. CJora- 
paralively few buildings are required, 
and these may be of the cheapest 
character. Adornment is wasted in 
buildings for protecting hogs. Tight 
roofs and floors are all that is required. 
The latter may be made of clay, con- 
crete, or a mixture of gas-tar and lime 
and gravel. Much of the land should 
be devoted to the production of clover 
and tender grasses, to l>e eaten by the 
Jiogs during the summer. Rye may 
•often be raiseil to good advantage for 
winter pasturage. Much of the land 
'should, of course, be devoted to the 
jiroduction of corn. The raising of 
corn calls for little expensive machinery, 
as is the case witli the production of 
.small gi'aiii. If labor is high the 
harvesting may be done by the hogs 
themselves. In some parts of the 
South it is the custom to turn hogs into 
corn-lields and to allow them to do the 
harvesting. The ])ractice appears to be 
very wasteful, but close observation 
shows that it is not. Nearly every 
grain is gathered up and eaten. It is 
also common there to turn hogs into 
fields of small grain that have become 
lodged. Observation shows that in 
these cases the amount of grain wasted 
is very small. By the employment of 
cheap, portable fences the amount of 
waste may be greatly reduced. No 
labor is required to harvest artichokes 
for hogs. In fact, by judicious manage- 
ment much of the labor in the produc- 
tion and harvesting of food for hogs may 
be reduced . — Chicago Times. 

Training of Children. 

This subject is very generally neg- 
lected. Men of thought and enterprise 
bestow time and inquiry on the body 
training of their domestic animals and 
on proper modes of feeding them, but 
neglect their children as if they were not 
worth attention, or would grow strong 
and healthy without the same amount 
;Of care and attention they give their 
cattle. They make no inquiry' into the 
.proper way of feeding, exercising and 
clothing human beings. All this may 
be the duty of the mother. But she 
<ioes not appreciate the importance of 
body-training and the father is more in- 
•terested in accumulating \vealth than in 
regular body-training of his offspring. 
|He convinces himself that they \^1 be 
well developed and become robust and 
, "healthy without his expending upon 
;them any care or exertion. Tbe father 
,does not seem to be aware that the first 
.requisite to success iu life is to have a 
well developed body, and that a well 
developed b^y is the basis of all hanoi- 



liess and usefulness. Men and ./ometi 
break down under the pressure of duties 
or ambition, simply l>ecaus6 their pa- 
rents did not fit them for domestic duties 
and business pressure by giving proper 
form and strength to their functions by 
a proper course of training. These re- 
marks apply more particularly to girls, 
who are iLsnally allowed to mature, as 
did Topsy, without any pains to give 
that mwth and strength to their body, 
that future domestic duties may dei^ 
mand. 

The tendency is to neglect the bod/ 
and abuse the mind. No subject of gen- 
eral interest is now so great as the 
proper m-jans of giving growth and 
strength, activity and endurance to 
girls — so that women and wives may not 
be so generally feeble and suffering. 
The rearing of well grown men and 
women is as important iu the future life 
as the present. For religious character 
and religious sentiment depend very 
much upon uhysical health and strength. 
Oor gratitude to Heaven depend very 
much upon our digestive forces. Har^ 
eating and hard drinking unfits the soul 
for r^igious, holy thoughts, and suffer- 
ing and feebleness impairs our gratitude 
to Heaven. Men tell us just how much 
food and what kind our animals need, 
but no principles are involved in feed- 
ing human beings. Children are over- 
fed, or underfed, and so are made ill, or 
well, weak or strong, indolent or active 
by what they eat and drink. Many in- 
fants die from underfeeding, some suf- 
fer from repletion and others from star- 
vation. A want of principle in feeding 
is the basis of the trouble. Infants and 
children are allowed to eat all they want 
and not all they need. Our farmers, 
governed by experience and observation, 
specify the kind and quantity of food 
their domestic animals may need to pro- 
mote cei*tsin results they have in view. 
The great trouble is that our mothers 
often have no idea of the effects of dif- 
ferent kinds of food. They are wholly 
ignorant* of the fact that some kinds of 
food produce muscles, bones, etc., while 
otheis produce body heat and fat 
Growth and .strength demand a certain 
per cent, of the one and a different per 
eent. of the other. As a general rule 
it may be true, that appetite is a good 
guide as to quantity. Still some 
1 exceptions may exist. Some chil- 
' dren no less than some adults, be- 
come gluttons and do themselves much 
harm. Children need more food than 
the mature, bulk for bulk. They should 
have enough to build their “harps of a 
thousand strings” and then enough to 
keep them in repair. The food they 
consume depends upon their needs. 
They may need sugar, so necessary in 
supplying the means of moving the ani- 
mal ma^inery. They may need fat. 
Sugary and fatty matters combine with 
oxygen in the body and thus evolve 
heat. Those children who are cold, 
who possess only a poor circulation of 
blood, need sugar. Other compounds 
may be converted into heat-food. 
Starch is changed to sugar in the course 
of digestion. The liver converts other 
constituents of food to sugar. Children 
usually dislike fat, but have a love for 
sugar. An excess of sugar may com- 
peusate for a lack of fat. Suet, boiled 
in milk, is often useful to feeble chil- 
dren. 

Children are very fond of fruit All 
vegetal acids are beneficial when taken 
moderately at regular periods of time. 
Ripe fruits containing sugar are pecu- 
liarly agreeable and useful to all. Now, 
in these cases we see that children 
should be fed in harmony with their 
taste. 

The taste of children should always 
be consulted. They usually need a vari- 
ety, not in kind, but in flavor. The 
same kind of food day after day 
often becomes insipid. They should be 
left to their appetites as to flavor, but 
not as to quantity. They should have 
those kinds for which they have a love. 
Let it form a part of their regular diet, 
so that they raaj' be less incliued to con- 
sume large quantities. The quantity of 
food must be regulated by observation 
and experience. If an infant sucks a 
large amount and eructates a part surely 
it is wise to give it less next time. — 0.

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Chickens for the Market, 

^lany farmers have an idea that a chick- 
en must have a large field to roam over 
to do well, but this is a mistake if it is 
desired to fat them for the market. If 
they are to be kept to furnish eggs when 
old enough, if permitted to run at large 
they will do quite as well, or perhaps 
better, tlian if confined to a small en- 
closure, because it is not desirable to 
have a laying hen very fat; but for mar- 
ket a young fowl is rarely if ever too 
fat. 

By confining a flock of chickens to a 
small enclosure they do not have an op- 
portunity to run off their fat as when 
permitted to go as far as they please. 
They soon get accustomed to their small 
enclosure, and wiU remain quiet after 
eating, so what they eat is not wasted 
by constant exercise. It is true if chick- 
ens are to be confined to a small yard 
they should be faithfully attended to and 
given all they want or they will not get 
as fat a'i when they run at large. 
They need a great variety of food, 

f iven in such quantitie.s as will 
eep their appetite good. The secret of 
success in feeding any animal is in giv- 
ing them just enough to supply their 
^’ants, and yet not enough to clog their 
appetite. While com may be the prin- 
cipal food, because the cheapest, oats, 
barley and shorts should be fed freely, 
the latter in connection with boiled po- 
tatoes or other vegetables. A small 
ration of meat should be given each day, 
and also some green vegetables, such as 
cabbage, grass or turnip leaves. 

During the last tw'o weeks before kill- 
ing they should receive about all they 
will eat of corn and corn meal. 

While it is important to know just how 
to feed to the best advantage, it is quite 
as important to know how best to prepare 
the chickens for market, and have them 
look well. More than half the chickens 
that are sent to market are sold- from 
one to two cents a pound less because 
they have been improperly dressed. 
Many, to save time, dip them into boil- 
ing water, and thus greatly injure the 
looks of the flesh by blistering it. Those 
who best understand how to dress a 
chicken manage to get the feathers off 
in a very short time after the fowl is 
killed. By so doing they do it mnoh 
easier than if not done until tbe fowl 
begins to cooL — MassackuseUs Ploughs 
man. 



Bonanza Farming, ' 

The story of the Dalrymple farms ha.s 
^en told too often to bear repetition. 
Mr. Dalrymple cultivates, for several 
owners, about 27,000 acres, the farm alto- 

f ether containing 75,000 acres. He con- 
ucts his agricultural operations on 
harness methods. Over each 6,000 
acres is a superintendent, who has a 
book-kecj)er. There is a heailqoarters 
building and a storehouse for the em- 
ployes of the farms. Each 6,000-aore 
division is made up of three farms’* of 
2,000 acres each, and a foreman is 
.placed in charge of the inclosure and of 
Its complete set of necessary farm build- ' 
ings. The great busineas is managed 
on a wholesale principle. The stores 
for feeding and clothing the laborers 
are purchased in large quantities, and 
sold to the customers at retail. Every 
advantj^e is taken of the markets, 
every favorable or unfavorable turn in 
the financial world is watched by the in- 
telligent men, who are not diverted 
from their business of raising the largest 
possible crops at the smallest possible 
cost, and selling them for the largest 
possible price, by the wearying labors 
of the field that are necessarily imposed 
upon the smaller farmers. It is estimated 
that the bonanza farmers make one dol- 
• lar more profit per acre than the ordi- 
nary wheat growers by reason of the 
advantages derived from their larger 
transactions in buring and selling, and 
the greater attention they are enabled 
to pay to the commercial side of their 
business. On the Dalrymple farms, it 
is stated that the cost of raising the 
wheat and delivering it at the railroad 
is about thirty-five cents a bushelr; that 
the net profit is never less than forty, 
cents; tnat the average yield is twenty 
bushels to the acre, so that the net profit 
on an acre of land is eight dollars, and 
and on the 27,000 acres $216,000. 

There is no thorough cultivation in 
the Red River countrv. In opening the 
prairie the soil is broken to a depth of 
three inches, afterwards the sotl is 
“back-set,” and, finally, tbe ground is 
cross-ploughed. On this scratched sur- 
face the wheat is raised year after 3 *ear. 
The oldest land of the Daliymple farms 
has been cultivated for eight years, and 
as yet' there has been no summer fal- 
lowing. Signals of distress must have 
been flung out, however, for it is ex- 
pected that a rest must soon be given to 
the generous but weary soil. The 
question is: Can a small farmer, work- 
ing his own land and raising wheat ex- 
clusively after the fashion of the country, 
make a - large profit? He must buy 
everything, it mast be recollected, and 
transport it to his home. Food for his 
stock and for himself, all his machinery 
and all his household goods must be paid 
for at high prices. If he has a three 
I hundred and twenty-acre farm and 
raises twenty bushels to the acre, and 
makes the Daliymple profit, less tlie one 
dollar which must be deducted for lack 
of business capacity or the lack of op- 
portunitj' to make the most of it, he will 
make two thousand two hundred and forty 
dollars a year. But twenty bushels is not 
the average crop. In 1879, the census 
year, the wheat crop was, unusually 
large, and the average product of the 
whole country was sixteen bushels to the 
acre. Dakota produced about eleven 
bushels to the acre in this year, and in 
1882 the average yield was fifteen and 
nine-tenths bushels. Given sixteen 
busheL} to the acre, and the profit, still 
taking the Dalrymple figures and de- 
ducting the one dollar, and the farmer 
of three hundred and twenty acres 
will make a profit of about one thou- 
sand seven hundred dollars. If he has 
homesteaded one hundred and sixty 
acres, and bought the other one hun- 
dred and sixty acres at, say,three dollars 
an acre (four hundred and eighty dol- 
lars), his profit will represent a verj* large 
intei'cst in his investment. But it must be 
borne in mind that a very large interest 
is e.ssential in so precarious a business 
as the raising of a special crop. A late, 
wet .spring, or a summer without show- 
ers. m:iy make the wheat crop almost 
worthless, and in Dakota there is no 
other cereal grown to that extent that 
the farmers can fall back on it in a j ear 
that has been disastrous to their wheat. 
There must certainlj’ come a time when 
this exclusive growing of wheat must 
give away to diversifietl farming. The 
soil of the Red River Valley is alluvial, 
and is blackened b}' the decayed vege- 
table matter which enters very largel}”^ 
into composition. Of course the fruit- 
fulness of these lands will be exhauste<l 
1 in time, and the enormous wheat fields 
I will be succeeded by smaller enclosures,

The Rattlesnake Industry. 

For many years different persons liv- 
ing in the mountains of Sullivan . and 
I Ulster Counties have made very snug 
I suras every year in tbe sale of rattle- 
snake oil, which is believed to possess 
wouderful curative powers by a large 
proportion of the inhabitants of not only 
those, but of adjoining counties. Many 
snakes are killed during the summer sea- 
son, ^ut the grand gatheringof the crop 
is in the fall, when they have returned 
to their dens and wintering places. 
These retreats are well known to the 
snake hunters, and they choose sunny 
days in October and November for raid- 
ing them. On such days the reptiles 
crawl out of their dens in the rocks and 
huddle together by the score, difterent 
varieties irequentlv' being found massed 
together. The snakes are dull and slug- 
gish at that time of the year and come 
out to bask in the sun. The hunters 
arm themselves with the old-fashioned 
flails, and when they come upon a pile 
of the snakes proceed at once to thresh 
the life out of them. But few escape. 
The rattlesnakes are assorted from the 
other species and carried home, where 
the oil IS tried out as lard is from pork. 
No treatment of the oil is necessary. It 
is bottled up and is ready for the 
market. As high as one dollar an ounce 
has been paid for it by believers ui its 
value as a liniment for rheumatism and 
all kindred ills. The snake hunters of 
the Shawangunk mountains receive 
many orders from the showmen for live 
rattlesnakes, for which they receive 
from fifty cents to two dollars each, ac- 
cording to size and condition; but dur- 
ing the past summer an industry in 
snakes sprung up which is entirely new 
and novel and bids fair to become the 
most profitable of any of the branches 
of the trade, for it has its foundation in 
a new fa'thion in female adornment. 
This" industry is the supplying of rattle- 



snake skins for ' ladies* belts. 
Almost ever^ village in,^SaUivan 
Ulster counties is a suin^er resort 
for city pieople, and hundr^s of New 
York ladies spend the heated term there. 
One day last summer the .wife of a well- 
known chemist ot New York, who was

It was four feet in length, and 
had a splendid set of fourteen rattles. 
The markings of a rattlesnake are very 
beautiful, but tlie skin of this one was 
particularly perfect and brilliant in 
color. The chemi.st’s wife caused a 
shudder of horror to run through the 
assemblage of her fair companions b\' 
saying that if she could by any means 
have the snake’s skin prepared she 
would wear it as a girdle. She con- 
sulted her husband, and he consented to 
experiment with the skin. It was 
removed from the snake the next 
day . and stretched on a board. 
The fcheniLst treated it with some

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The Ai^entine Republic* 

"Within the last score ot j'ears the Ar- 
gentine Confederation has taken the 
front seat among the South American 
Republics, and of late begins to chal- 
lenge the respect and confidence of 
mankind. The States (fourteen in 
number) composing this Republic were 
nearly all colonized either from Spain 
or Portugal a century before Plymouth 
Rock was heard of. Buenos Ayres is 
more than four hundred and fifty years 
older than Philadelphia. But from the 
planting of the colonies to the end of the 
Paraguayan war, a few years ago, they 
were periodically rent and torn, pil- 
laged and plundered by the Gauchos, so 
that enduring (lovemments, save by the 
hard hand of dictators like Rosas, Dr. 
Francia, Lopez, and outlaws like 
Quiroga, were impossible. There is 
hardly a town from the mouth of La 
Plata to the Andes, and from the Pata- 
gonian line to Brazil that has not been 
many times sacked. All that seems to 
be now at an end. The influence of 
Buenos' Ayres’ civilization stretches from 
that city to Mendoza, and is felt all over 
the one million, two hundred and fifty 
thousand square miles of territory which 
the Republic embraces. Its natural ad- 
vantages bear a very striking resem- 
blance to those of the United States. Its 
climate is tropical in part3,semi-tropical 
in other parts, and moderately cool else- 
where. Its rivers are on a' scale of gi*and- 
eur equal to the Mississippi, Missouri, 
and Ohio, and about as far back from 
its sea frontage as our Rockj’ Mountains 
are from Atlantic ports, tlie majestic 
Andes from its western boundary, an 
impassable line of militarj* defense in 
that quarter and a perpetual regulator 
of temperature in the valleys and 
pampas. The soil and productions are 
like ours. Wheat, corn, and all the 
cereals and most of the temperate zone 
and tropical fruits grow iu some parts 
of the countr}’. And since 1870 the in- 
crease of pojnilation, like ours, has been 
much assisted by^ immigration from the 
rital races of Europe. For the six j'ears 
from 1871 to 1876 this immigration has 
reached 275,000, and. for the six years 
ended 1882 the estimate is 850,000 — a 
total of 625,000 in twelve years. The 
population in 1882 was just about equal 
to that of the thirteen American colonies 
one century ago. But the resources of 
the country are immeasurably greater 
than ours then were. It has 60.000,000 
sheep, 14,000,000 cattle, 8,800,000 
horses, a capital city of 800.000 people, 
whose exports arc valued at over $55,- 
000,000 a .year, with corresponding im- 
ports — both rapidly increasing. It 
has nearly 1,800 miles of railway 
and 5,000 of telegraph in opera- 
tion and many new lines in 
course of constniction. It has an 
admirable system of public schools, 
supported bv taxation. And, though 
the national debt is comparatively great, 
tbe interest absorbing half the revenues, 
still thfi receipts, which in 1880 aggre- 
gated $18,700,000, were considerably 
more than the expenditures, interest in- 
cluded. The Argentines have but a 
standing army of 7,500. Like the 
United States, they trust the defense of 
the country to an enrolled militia, which 
in 1881 numbered 300,000. 

Now here is the South American Re- 
public of the future iu cmbiyo. With a 
sensible constitution, a Congress of two 
Houses like ours, a President salaried a' 
$20,000 a year, Vice-President $10,000, 
Cabinet Ministers $9,000 each, free 
schools, free religious worship, every 
port open to immigration, which if 
flowing in at the rate "of fifty thousand a 
year, lands at the lowest prices, siifficieni 
in extent for a population of 100,000,- 
000, and resources in cattle, sheep, 
horses, wool, wheat, corn and frnit on 
the grandest scale, the Argentine Re- 
public bids fair in time to reach as high 
a figure among the nations of the earth 
as the United States touches now; and 
when that time comes, the great Repub- 
lic of the North and the great Republic 
of the South, with an equally great one 
in the far-off South Seas, ought to exer- 
cise together a controlling influence in 
the politics of the whole world . — San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Ei^land for each man, woman, and 
child therein, thirtv in Scotland, six- 
teen in Ireland, and thirty-six in Great 
Britain taken as a whole, against twenty- 
one in the United States, which comes 
next in the list of nations as a letter 
writer. But the English post-office was 
not only not dismayed at the continents 
of paper ami oceans of ink represented 
by the 1,500,000,000 of letters de- 
livered, but undertook, be.sides, s<i 
much of other varied business as 
to merit the title of the Govemro*»otal 
ragbag, where all odds and ends were . 
indiscriminately thrown. It not only 
sent and still sends your letters, } our 
papers, your telegrams, and your money,- 
nut \inll save the latter for you if you 
are so fortunate as to have any; or will 
'sell you an annuity, if you wish to pro- 
vide thus against old age, or will invest 
j’our money for you in Government 
bonds. When you wish to do any of 
these things, the post-office is most 
pleasant and respectful; it is your ser- 
vant. But it has, alas another aspect, 
grim and surly, where it is your master. 
It is a tax collector without rebate in 
the past or deduction in the future, and 
relentlessly mulcts one in certain suras 
for cei*tain things. For instance, the 
mild and wholesome “home brew’d,” 
which was wont in tbe past to wet the 
whistle of the thirsty pedestrian, can no 
longer be connect^ under one’s own 
vine without first paying a yearly li- 
cense of a dollar or two to the post-onice; 
and the brewer, too, who makes hogs- 
heads where the cottager or publican 
makes pints, must also contribute. 

Man’s four-footed friend, be he of 
high or low degree, is also ignominious- 
ly made the subiect of license, and the 
owner of every dog must pay • into the 

g Dst-office a yearly offering of $1.60. 

ut, think you, in case of non-payment 
your faithful friend is snatched away 
from y$u by a barbarian with a net or 
lasso? No, indeed! Your dog is left 
and you are thre one imprisoned, and in 
[ prison you stay till you pay the license 
and such additional fine as the Magis- 
trate maj’ direct. It is needless to say 
that English streets are not disfigured 
by itinerant dog prisons, filled with suf- 
fering animals, which, of all the four- 
footed beings, deserve at the hand of 
man the most gentleness and considera- 
tion. I will say this for English law, 
that in this arresting the master, who is 
responsible, and ignoring the dog, who 
is blameless, it is more just and civ ilized 
than ours. 

The post-office yearly demands of you 
$3.50 for each male servant in j'our 
employ and $10 for each carriage you 
may be so fortunate as to own, and 
• should you be so unhappy* as to belong 
to "an “effete aristocracy” and have a 
coat of arms, you may pay $10 more 
and paint your crest on the panels of 
your coach. It is not necessary, though, 
to be lawfully entitled to a coat armor 
in order to emblazon it on your 
equipage. Pay the tax and no ques- 
tions are asked. And this reminds mo 
of a story, for the truth of which I can 
vouch. 

A certain Bristol doctor, having ar- 
rived at the dignity of a brougham, or- 
dered such an equipage at the shop of a 
local manufacturer. When it was near 
completion, says the maker: “"Well, 
doctor, shall we put your arms on the 
carriage?” “O, to be sure,” was the 
answer. “Then send us a sketch of 
what they are,” returned the maker, 
“and we will put them on.” “Ah! but 
their selection I would 4 ?rgfer to 
leave entirely to you,” said iEscu- 
lap. The maker, concealing his aston- 
ishment and amusement, politely re- 
quested his customer’s attention to a 
heraldic book in his office, asking him 
to select for himself. The doctor s eye 
was so struck with the diflerent plates 
that he demanded that each should be 
reproduced on his brougliam. The her- 
aldic painter of the establishment subse- 
quently flatly refused to prostitute his 
art by painting two coats of arms on one 
carriage, and combined the two escutch- 
eons into one, so that the happy doctor 
now lolls in his carriage in blissful 
knowledge that the admiring world can 
see upon his carriage door the arms of 
the Ducal House of Beaufort quartered 
upon those of the ancient Berkeley 
family'. 

Fire arms as well as coats of arms 
must pay their tribute to the post-ollice, 
and every shot-gun in the kingdom rep- 
resents two dollars and ftfty cents a year 
to the Government, and not only must 
the hunter jiay for his gun, but also for 
j his game and his gamekeeper, for e\ch 
of which he must take out a yearly fi- 

1 cense.

^ The post-office did not arrive at its 
present efliciency at a bound. It sprang 
not “full armed” from the brain of ge- 
nius, but attained its splendid develop- 
ment through generations of slow prog- 
ress. Letters originally* were sent by 
private messengers, afterward by “com- 
mon carriers,” who began about the 
year 1500 to traverse the country with 
their pack horses. Sometime before 
this, however, traveling “by post,” that 
is, with relays of horses, came into be- 
ing, and sometimes letters were thus 
sent, as is proved by the writing, 
“Haste, post, haste,” found on the backs 
of letters written about the sixteenth 
century. “Post haste” we now use as a 
synonym for great rapidity, but it may 
well be questioned if we should be satis- 
fied in this age of steam and electricity 
with the speed of the post when the ex- 
pression originated, which was about 
three miles an hour . — Bristol (Eng.) 
Cor, National Eepublican.

It is interesting to stand in the corri- 
dors of the hotels and hear the great and 
small politicians discussing the result. 
Every comer is crowded, and the Speak- 
ership is, as it has been for a week, the 
sole topic of conyersation. The friends 
of free trade and the massea shake hands 
in their joy, while the “heelers” of pro- 
tected monopoly find sweet consolation 
in the possibilities of the futuie. The 
two principle issues of the party have 
not, how’ever, beeu especially prominent 
influencing the sway of popular opiuiou 
in New York Citv. Mr. Cox is a great 
favorite here, and the people, that por- 
tion at least which it is possible to excite 
over a polith al contest, were especially 
enthusiastic over his candidacy. It was 
only when intelligent belief was thor- 
oughly positiv^of the impossibility of his 
election that dissension gradually trickled 
down and cut it’s way between Demo- 
crats, leaving two wideFy distinct lines in 
which unity is unthought of and unreas- 
onable. “It is a glorious victory, the 
vindication of a principle,” excitedly ex- 
claims a distinguished, but now retired 
politician, in front of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. And the old gentleman is uot far 
wrong. It is indeed the vindication of a 
principle. “Don’t congratulate me,” 
says Carlisle. ‘ This flght was made upon 
a principle. Be glad because the princi- 
ple has prevailed.” 

And so the talk continues and will con- 
tinue for a week to come. One exercises 
his tongue to air his delicate intellect, 
while another backs bis remarks liy rea- 
son and common sense. Out of it all a 
spectator, however distinguished, is com- 

f idled to formulate some ideas and per- 
lapscast a momentary horoswpe over 
the “may bes” of the iulure. It is re- 
freshing to know that iu the Forty-eighth 
Congress there will be one hundred and 
four Democrats with the courage to sub- 
stantiate their convictions against what- 
ever odds. It is as repulsiyo that in the 
same Congress will be found a number of 
BO called Democrats, advocating the es- 
sential idea of Republicanism and monop- 
oly. And what does all this mean? 
That the modern distinctiou between Re- 
publicanism and Democracy, as they ex- 
ist in the United States to-day, is one 
gradually approaching degree and leav- 
ing that of kind. Not that the parties 
are without distinct beds in which to flow 
but that miner arms have cut their way 
through the 'solid banks of the main 
streams and are hopelessly entangled in 
the intervening space. The great ques- 
tions which brought one party into being 
and to maintain the opposition kept the 
other alive, have been settled and forgot- 
ten. The consequuential issues— Free 
trade and Protection, which should divide 
them to-day, are equally maintained and 
denied by each. Mr. Carlisle’s election 
then, squarely on the issuoof Free Trade, 
is iutensely significant in more ways than 
one. 

The immediate future of the Demo- 
cratic party depends on the policy of the 
Forty-Eighth Congress. That a Free- 
trader has been chosen as it’s presiding 
officer leaves no cause for fear that tlie 
policy will be a poor one. True a major- 
ity of the members of the present Con- 
gress are high Protectionists, and this 
makes Buccc.s.sful legislation iu favor of 
any substantial reyenue reform almost | 
impossible, still the election of a Freetra - 1 
der to the administration of the second 
office under the government is an indica- 
tive omen and should be a source of 
pride to every friend ^f independent, 
Democratic government, The two-sided 
mask which has so long concealei} the 
ennobling qualities within, is cast aside in 
tha inerests of free thought and action. 
It is best that Democracy remain forever 
a minority than win it’s victories in the 
guise of Republicanism. As tlie 
Times of to-day expresses it: “The nomi- 
nation of Mr. Carlisle, in itself, shows a 
public opinion through out wide sections 
of the country strong enough to overcome 
completely the Uctics of mere politicians 
and t6 defy^e influences exerted by the 
most highly protected industries.”

Scientific Misoelianx* 

Tbe Paris Society of Agriculture and 
Insectology, whoee exhibition of pre- 
served insect specimens has just closed, 
proposes establishing a menagarje of liv- 
ing insects, and the city of Paris has con- j 
tribnted a considerable sum in aid of the j 
project. 

Alcohol has been found by Mods. 
Muuts to be very widely diffused in na- 
ture. It exists in nearly all water, in- 
cluding rain and snow, and it is probable 
that tbe air contains much of it in the 
state of vapor. Poor soil yields traces of 
It, and rich mould has a considerable 
quantity. 

A method of adnlterating milk by add- 
ing to it a solution of commercial glu- 
cose has been exposed by Mons. Krecbel 
in a communication to tbe French Acad- 
emy of Sciences: As the solution has 
the density of good milk, the adulteration 
ia not detected by the ordinary testing in- 
struments. 

Tbe now famous fossil footprints found 
last year at Carson, Nevada, and suppos- 
ed to have been made by prehistoric hu- 
man giauts, are regarded by Prof. O. C. 
Marsh as probable tracks of a large sloth. 
It is stated, however, that Dr. Harkness 
still insists tnat the impressions were left 
by a species of man, and that he finds his 
theory strengthened by fresh discoveries | 
of tracks. 

Late observations made at Lausanne, 
Switzerland, have shown that an inti- 
mate connection exists between the elec- 
trical condition of tbe atmosphere and 
the weather, and it is thought that an in- 
telligent use of registering electrometers 
may enable meteorologists forecast the 
weather several days in advance. The 
electric tension of the air is strong during 
fine weather, but it’s rapid weakening in- 
dicates the approach of a storm. 

Prof. Edward Hall considers that 
throughout tbe early geological epochs 
known as Archalan, Silurian and Carbon- 
iferous, the sea covered North America, 
the British Isles and Western Europe, 
while a large part of the North Atlantic 
area existed as dry laud. He urges that 
if his conclusions prove to be well ground- 
ed the doctrine of the permanency of 
of oceans and continents, as tested by 
the case of the North Atlantic, must be 
discarded.

Lieut. Diek, of tbe Russian army, has 
discovered a new illuminating powder, 
which has attracted the fayorable atten- 
tion of the German Government. It i 
causes any objects to which it may be 
applied to become luminous, and water 
j in a glass vessel may be converted into 
I au illuminating fluid by the addition of 
some of the powder. The new illuminant 
! consumes no oxygen, wliich fact makes 
it desirable for use in mining operations. 
It’s illuminating power lasts eight hours, 
when a new supply of powder becomes 
necessary. 

A Vienna scientist has perfected a re- 
markable modification of the microscope, 
to wliich the name of gastroscope has 
I been given. It is be used for looking in- 
to the interior of the human stomach. It 
j consists of a tube about 26 inches long 
and lialf an inch thick, bent at an angle 
j of 150 ilegrees at about one fourth of it’s 
j length from the lower end. At it’s lower 
extremity is an incandescent electric 
lamp for lighting up the stomach, and a 
microscope objective. Prisms are ar- 
rangeil to reflect the image-bearing pen- 
cil of light along the tube and past the 
bend to the eye-piece. Provision is made 
for a circulation of water about the lamp 
to prevent inconvenient heating.

A Number of Interesting Topics Dis- j 
cussed and Suggested — Finances, 
GoTernment Telegraph, Civil 
Service, Etc. 



Washixgtox, Dec. 4. — President Ar- 
thur’s annual mes.sage was duly laid before 
Congress. The President, at the outset, 
congratulates Congress upon the favorable 
aspect of the domestic and foreign atlaii s of 
the Government. Our relations with other 
countries continue upon a frieiuUy lix»tiiig. 
Notice of the termination of tlie fisheries 
article of the Treaty of Washing- 
ton has been given to the brit- 

ish Govei'umeut, and tl'.at the re- 
ciprocal privileges and exemptions 

of the treaty will cease on January 1, 
1S85, He, therefore, suggests that Coji- 
gress create a commission to consider the 
general question of otir rights in the fisli*-r- 
ies, and the means of opening to our » ili- 
/.eus under just and emluriiig eon.Mtions. 
tlie richly stocked fishing wateis of 
liritish America. « ’oiieerning our 
relations with Mexico, the I^'csithjit says: 
“The rapid influx of our capital and enter- 
prise into that vast country shows, by’ what 
lias already l>een accomplished, the vast 
reciprocal advantages which must attend 
the progress of its internal develop- 
ment, The treaty of commerce and 
navigation of lS4y has been terminated 
by the Mexican Government, and, in the 
absence of conventional engagements, the 
rights of our citizens in Mexic*o now depend 
upon the domestic statutes of that Repub- 
lic. There have been instances of harsh 
enforcement of laws against our vessels 
and citizens in Mexico, and of denial of the 
diplomatic applications for their protec- 
tion. The initial step toward a better un- 
derstanding has been taken in the negf’tia- 
tion by the Comnii.ssion authorized by Con- 
gress of a treaty which is still before the 
Senate, awaiting its ap|)roval. The pro- 
visions for the reeiprot'al crossing 
of the frontier by tlie tro<ips 
in pursuit t»f hostile Indi.ans have 
been prolonged for another year. 
The operations of the forces of both (tov- 
erninents against these s.*rvages, have been 
successful, and several of their most dan- 
gerous band.s have been captured or dis- 
I>ersed by the skill and value of the Ignited 
States and Mexican soldiers, fighting in a 
common cause.” 

CRILI AND PERU. 

The Chili-Penivian afTairs. are dismissed 
with the following paragraph : “The cou- 

'est between Bolivia, Chili, and Pern has 
]»asse<l from the stage of strategic hostili- 
ties to that of negotiation, in which the 
ooiinseis of this Government have 
been exercised. The demands of 

rhili for absolute cession of ter- 
ritory have been maintained and ac- 

cepted by the party of General Tglesias, to 
the extent of concluding a treaty’ of jx^ace 
with the Gkiverument of Chili in general 
conformity with the terms of the 

protoeol signed in Msiy last be- 

tween the Chilian commander and general 
Iglesias. As a result of. the coHclusion 
of the treaty, General Iglesias has lioeri 
f u’lnally recognized by' (’hili as President 
of Peru and his] government in- 
-iulled at Lima, which lias lieen evacuated 
bv the Chilians. A «-all has been issued 
by General Iglesias for a lep.rescn- 
lative a^mbly, to bo elected 
oil the Itlth of .Tanuary. and 
♦o meet at Uraa on the 1st of March ne.xt. 
Meanwhile, the Pr ivisioiril Government of 
(Jeneral Iglesias has applied for recognition 
to the principal powers of America and 
Kurope. When the .will of the Peruvian 
jieople shall be manifest e<l, I shall nut 
ii -sifale*1o recognize the government ap- 
proved by them. 

IXTERXATIOXAL SOCIABILITY. 

In view of the fre«piency of invitations 
from foreign governments to particip.ate 
in social and seientiiic congres-es for the 
iliscus.sion of import.ant mnit'i-s of general 
i-oncern, the President rc{H*ufs tlie sug- 
gestion of his last niessag-*, that ]>rovisioii 
Ik* made for the exerci'-e of discretionary 
{lower by' the executive in appoiiaing dele- 
gations to such convocations. Able 
sjiecialist.s are ready to serve the national 
interest in .such capacity’ wijiout {xTsonal 
{irotit, defrayment of t^:iK*iisos aclually in- 
curred, and this, a comparitiveiy small 
.anmuil appropriation would be sutlicient 
to mcMit. 

FIXAXCIAL JIATTERS. 

The President quotes from the exhibit of 
the financial condition of the country’ given 
ill the report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury’, showing the receipts and exjiendi- 
tures, actual ami estimated, for the cur- 
rent fiscal y'ear, and then discusses firi.-iucial 
subjects as follows: Total receipts, actual 
and estimated, $:{4^5.0)<),(XK». 1'otal ex{>endi- 
tures,aetual and estiinated,S2.>i,(X)-'J,tKn»; sur- 
})lus, Jis.5,&00,00(). Estimate<l amount clue 
the sinking fund, $4o,Slt»,741.07, leaving u 
balance of $3'.»,18o,25^>.9b. If the revenue 
for the fiscal year, which will end on .Tune 
1SS5, be estimated u{x>n the basis of ex- 
isting laws, the Secretary is of the opinion 
that for'^that y’ear the receipts will e.vceed. 
bv sixty million dollars, the ordinary e.x- 
jieiiditures, including the amount devoted 
to the sinking fund. Hithert-o the surjilns. 
as raphlly as it has accumulated, has 
been devoted to tlie reihiction of th“ 
national debt. As a result, the only liouds 
now outstanding which are redeemable 
at the pleasure of the Government, are 
three per cents amounting r<® about 
OOJ,000; the four and one-half {xr cent 
amounting to $!i’>0,000,0(X), and the ^373,- 
OOO.UOO four per cents are not payable un- 
til ih91 and 1907, respectively. The snr 
j*lus will hereafter be as large at the ti-eas- 
ury, as the estimates now indicate the. 
three per cent bonds may’ j-ll I>e r« 
deemed at least four years Ix-fore any 
of the four and b half pc>r cuts can 
lie called in. The latb- at the 
same r»te of BOQjunulation of - -..us, can 

be paid it rnatnrity and the m ■' s requi-

the national maeoti^diiess' should not be 
thus rapidly’ extinguished. Chief among 
them is the fact that only by excessive 
taxation is such rapidity attainable. 

REDUCING TAXATION. 

. T a .•oriinuinication to Congres.s, at its 
la.^t session, 1 recommended that all excise 
taxes be abolished, except ttn.*se relating to 
(listilied spirits, and tliat sutjstantial reduc- 
tions be also mafle in the revenue from 
customs. A statute has since been en- 
acted by which the aunaal tax and tarilf 
receipts of the Governmeut have been cut 
down to the extent of at least fifty i.r sixty 
millions of dollars. ^Vhile I have no 
doubt that still further reductions may be 
wisely made, 1 do not advise the adoption, 
at this'session, of any lueasure for large 
diminution of the National revenues. The 
result of the legislation of the lust 
•session of (,’ongress have not, as yet, b«.*- 
come biiilicieiitly a[>paivnt to judify a;iy 
radical revision or swce{.ing inoditications 
of existing law. In iLeiutervxl which must 

elapse before IheefToctsof the act of March 
3, ( mVt be finally ascertained, a por- 

tion. at lea?>t, of the surplus revenues may 
be A% i.sely applied to the long neglected 
duty of rehabilitating our navy and pro- 
viding coast defenses for the protection of 
our barliors. This is a matter to which 1 
shall ag.ain advert. 

THE CURRENCY. 

Immediately associated with the finan- 
cial subject just discussed is the impiortant 
question, what legislation is needed regard- 
ing the national currency? • The aggregate 
amount of bonds now on deposit in the 
treasury to support the national bank cir- 
culation is about $:SO,OtX),UUO. Nearly 

$JOO,UOO,OOU million of this amount 

of three per cent, which, as already stated, 
are payable at the pleasure of the (Govern- 
ment, and are likely to be called in in less 
than four years, unless, meantime, the 
surplus revenue? shall be iliminislied. The 
probable effect of such an extensive retire- 
ment of the .securities, which are the b?i.si« 
of the National bank circulation, wouUl lx 
such a contraction of the volume of the 
currency as to {iroduce grave com- 
n e *eial embarrassments. How can 
this danger lie obviated? The 

most effei'tual plan, and one whose 

adojition at the earliest practicable oppor- 
tunity I shall heartily approve, has al- 
ready been indicatetl. If the revenues of 
the next four years shall be ke{>t substan- 
tially conimeuMirate with the exjK*nses, the 
volume of circulation will not be likel)’ to 
"iitfcr any material disturbance. Biit if. 
on the other hand, t hei e shall be great delay 
in riMluring taxation, it will become neces- 
-arv either to substitute some other form 
of currency in place of the national bank 
'loles, or to make imjiortaut changes in the 
aws by which their circulation is 
low controlled. la iny judgment the 
latter ctuir.'ieis far preferable. I commend 
fo your attentio* the ver^’ interesting, and 
ilumghtful suggestions u{X)n this subject, 
which apiie.'ir in the Secretary’s re{>ort. 
i'he objections which he urges against the 
iccejitance of any other securities than the 
obligations of the Go^N>rnmeut ibself, as a 
bnndatiou for national bank circulation, 
*em to me insurmountable. For averting 
•Jia threat.?ned contraction two courses 
i.-ive l>-en suggested, either of which is 
.trobably feasible. One is, the issuance of 
lew bonds having many ye.ars to 
>’un. and bearing a low rate of 
interest, and exchanged uptm specified 
*cnu for those now outstamling. 
riie other course, which commends itself to 
my own judgment as the lietter, is the en- 
-ictment of the clause repealing the tax on 
circulation and fiermitting the banks to is- 
-ue not(*s for an amount equal to ninety 
'♦*:• cent of the market value, instead, as 
.low. of the face vaVe, of their depositeil 
iKinds. 1 agi-ee with the Se<*rotary in the 
'it'iief that the ad.#ition of this plan would 
ifTord the necessary relief. 

PAUPER EMIGP-ATION. 

Viiestion haa ari.sen touching deportation 
of the United States from the British 
islands by Governmental or municipal aid 
•f ]iei*sons unable there to gain a living, 
ind cq mlly a burden on the community 
'lei-e. Such of these • p<*rsons as come un- 
der the paujier class, as defined by the law, 
nave been sent back in accordance with 
.lie provisions of our statutes. Her 
'dajesty’s Government has insisted Hiat 
irc aiitions have been taken before suip- 
uciit; it has, however, in so many cases 
iroven ineffectual, and especially so incer- 
ain recent instances of needy emigrants 
reaching our territory through Canada, 
hat a revision of our legislation upon this 
-uliject may be deemed advisable. Corre- 
•.{uiudonce relative to the Clayton-Bulwer 
rcaty has been continued, and will be laid 
licfore Congress. 

PROTECTION OF FORESTS. 

iny last annual message I called at- 
tention to the necessity of protecting, by 
suitable legislation, the forests situated 
iiIMui the public domain. 

In many portions of the West the pur- 
siiit of general agriculture is only made 
prav ticable by resort to irrigation, while 
-.uccessful irrigation would be impossible 
without the aid afforded by forests in eou- 
I’ll'.ut ing to the regularity and constancy 
of .sujiply of water. During the past year 
-t'vei-e suffering and great loss of property 
iKive been occasioned by profuse flootls, 
followed by periods of unusually low 
water in many of the great rivers of the 
country. 

Those irregularities were in great meas- 
ure caused by the removal from about the 
soun-es of the streams in question of the 
timb- r by. which the water supply had 
!.<*rn nourished and protected. The preser- 
vation of such portion of the forests on 
the national domain as e-s.sentially contri- 
bute to the equable flow of important 
waier courses is of the highest conse- 
qiieii'-e. 

Imixirtant tributaries of the Missouri, 
the Columbia and the tSaskatchewau rise 
ill tlie mountains of Montana, near the 
non hern boundary of the United States, 
between the Blackfeetand Flathead Indian 
reservations. This region is unsuitable for 
settlement, but upon the rivers which flow 
from it depend the future agricultural 
development of a vast tract of country. 
The attention of Congress is called to the 
naceauty of withdrawinj’ public ude 



tnis part of the public iromaia, and estab- 
lishing there a forest preserve.

passe<.l at its actual value, as ascertained 
liy its weight aud fineness. It never had a 
legal tender quality. Large numbers of 
these coins, however, entered into the vol- 
ume of our curreiic}’. By common consent 
their circulation in domestic trade has now 
ceased, and they have thus become a dis- 
turbing element. This should not be 
longer permitted to eiiibarass our currency 
' system. 1, therefore, recommend that pro- 
vision be made for their reception by the 
TreOMiry and the mints, as bullion, at a 
small percentage above the current market 
price of silver of like finances.” 

OUR UNPROTECTED COASTS. 

The President calls the attention of Con- 
gress to the present condition of 
our extendeil sea coast, upon w’hich 
are so many large cities, whose 
■ wealth anti ixnportarice to the country 
would in tiuijj of war invite attack from 
modern armored ships, against which our 
existing defensive works could give no ad- 
equate protection, and suggests that, if 
these works are not put in an efficient con- 
dition, we may easily be subjected to 
humiliation by hostile powers greatly in- 
ferior to ourselves. Suitable facilities for 
the manufacture of heavy ordnance 
adapted to modern warfare, and the per- 
fection of our sub-marine tofi>edo defenses 
are also recommended. 

THE STATE MILITIA. 

The encouragement of State mil- 
itia org.anizatious by the Nation- 
al Governmeut, tlie President be- 
lieves would be followed by very 
gratifying results, and would affor<l, in 
sudden emergencies, the aid of a large 
body of volunteers educated in the per- 
formanc-e of military duties. 

OUR RHEUMATIC NAVY. 

The President endeavors to impress upoa 
the attention of (Jongress the necessity ol 
continued progress in the reconstruction ol 
the Navy. The condition of the Ti’oasurj 
makes the present rji aiisjiicious time foi 
putting this branch of the service in a 
state of efficicnej’. While it is no part ol 
our policy to »*reate aud maintain a Navy 
able to cope with those of the other great 
powers ol the world, and while we have nc 
wish for foi-eign conquest, and the peace 
which we have long enjoyed is ic 
no seeming danger of interruption, still out 
naval force should he adetpiate for the de- 
fence of our harbors, the protection of our 
commercial interests, and the maintain- 
ance of our national honor. 

AT TO GOVERNMENT TELEGBAPH. 

On the subject of Government telegraph, 
the President say’s, that su<*h reflection as 
he has been able to give to it, since his Iasi 
annual message, has not led him to change 
the views then expressed, in dissenting 
from the recommendation of the thei: 
Postmaster General, that the Government 
assume tlie same control over the tele 
gnqih wliii'-h it has always exereis<‘d 
over the mail. Admitting that 
the Government’.s authority in the 
premises is as am]>Ie as has ever b's.*i: 
claimed, it would not, in his judgment, be 
a wise use of that authority to purchase or 
assume control of existing lines, or to <.*on- 
struct others with a view of entering into 
general competition with a private cnler- 
{irise. He dismisses the subject liy avovv- 
ing the belief, however, that the Govern 
ment should exercise some sort of su|h rvis- 
ion over inter-*Stule^ telegraphic comrnuiii 
cation. 

THE EDUCATION QUESTION. 

Referring to t!ie alarming state of illitor 
acy in certain portions of the country, the 
Pi-esident sugg-'sts Federal aid to imblic 
primary education wherever adequate pro- 
vision has not already been made. 

POLYGAMY. * 

Concerning the extirpatian of pol_^y,iny, 
the President is convinced that -he evil has 
^coiiie so strongly intrenched in Utah that 
it is profitless to attack it with any but tlu 
stoutest weapons which constitutk nal legis- 
lation can fashion. He therefore favors 
the repeal of the act upon which the exi.-t- 
ing Government depends, the assumjitiim 
by the National Legislature of the entire 
political control of the ^Territory, and the 
establishment of a commission with such 
powers and duties as shall be delegated 
to it by law. 

RAILROAD PRIVILEGES. 

The President’s conclusions on the subject

A HORRIBLE CONFESSION. 

Tlie New Hampshire Assassin Kelates a 
Sickening'Tale. 

Laconia, N. H., Dec. 4.— Thomas Sal- 
mon sent for Sheriff Strong and E. P. 
Jewell, Esq., and made a full confession 
of the terrible tragedy which so horrified 
the community a week ago. He stated that 
Saturday morning Mrs. Ford came to his 
room and asked for lager. Both had drank 
heavily the day before. Ho refused her. 
Other words followed, and he threw her on 
the floor and put his toot on her breast. 
She never sjioke, and soon died. He fell 
mad anJ<liscouraged, but had not thought 
of killing her. Ho then went about the 
house bewildered not knowing what to do 
withliiinself.. He tried to put her into a 
lx)x but it was too small. He then took a 
trunk and cut her knees to get her in. She 
did not bleed any and ho did not wa.sh the 
axe. Ho then went down street, returueii, 
and ill an hour dragged the trunk 
down stairs, put it on a wlieelbaiTow 
and started off, intending to disjx»se of the 
body and drown hiuiselL (Jn the road it 
occurred to him to go to Ruddy's house, to 
which he expected to move in a day or two. 
He had no thought of harming them. Ua 
iiaching there he left the trunk outside, 
h.ul some conversation with Mrs. Ruddy, 
went down town, went back to Ford’s, car- 
ried some things over to Ruddy’s in a pail, 
aud thought he would get up in the luoni- 
ihg and bury’ the trunk somewhere. Then 
he took the trunk into the hoii!>e. He ate 
supper with the Kuddys, then took oil his 
coat and vest and laid down in the room 
with the trunk, while th.e Kudilys went to 
bed in the front room, lie could nut sleep 
aud grew constantly worse. Cuuldu'l sit 
down or w-alk, aud didn't kuow what to do 
with himself; would go oift, come in, and 
walk around in the house. Ruddy’s folks 
finally gut up between twelve and one 
o’clock. Mrs. RuUdy made him 

Bome tea. Ruddy’ sat up with him. 
He did not intimate to Ruddy 

Avhat the trouble was. A bout three o’clock 
it occurred to him that he might kill 
them and then burn the house. That 
very moment he seized a hatchet and 
sti’uck Ituildy, killing him instantly. Mrs. 
Ruddy’ run out. He grabbed at her and 
sti’uck her with the hatchet aud she 
screamed. The child was screaming also. 
Ho took it out of bed but did not remem- 
ber cutting it. [The child was found dead 
•with his head nearly severed from his 
tooiiy]. He chopped ojicii the trunk, 

I turned Mi-s. Ford’s hotly out on the floor. 

I pulled the hotly’ around, jiourcd on kero- 
I sane, set it on fire, and ran into the street. 
He then went to Ford’s but found the tio-ir 
boltetl and then sLirtetl for Plymouth. He 
did not hear tiie fire bells and never 
knew the hou->e wa.s burned nntil Jewell 
told him. He had no hani feelings against 
]V[i’s. Fonl or the Kuddys. The murderer 
deuied inakiug the incision in Mrs. .Ford's 
leg, which a|)ix;ared to have Ix'cii made fur 
t'ae purjiose t>f bkxs.ling, and denied throw- 
ing the hatchet into the river. He said lie 
put the hatchet where he found it. 1 he 
news of the confession spread like wikIfire 
and the streets were thronged with p»'ti|ile 
eager for the late.st intelligence. Salinou 
will be speedily arraigned and heM 
for the Siijircme Court in 3Iai’ch. 
There are rcnewcl threats of lynching.
